REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Pursuant to a Restriction Requirement, Applicants have elected examination of 

Group II, claims 4-15, without traverse; however, Applicants reserve all rights to file divisional 
applications or other related applications directed to any and all nonelected claims. 

In addition, with entry of the Preliminary Amendment, claims 10, 12, 13 and 15 
have been amended and claims 1-9 and 16-23 have been canceled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. The amendments to claims 10, 12, 13, and 15 simply incorporate into the claims the 
limitations of originally filed claim 4, and also introduce two specific references to SEQ ED 
NO:l for the sake of clarification. Support for the reference to SEQ ID NO:l with respect to the 
codons referred to in the claims can be found, e.g., at page 5, lines 8-10, and in original claim 1. 
Support for new claim 24 can be found, e.g., in original claim 5. Support for new claim 25 can 
be found, e.g., in original claim 6. Support for new claim 26 can be found, e.g., in original claim 
7. Support for new claim 27 can be found, e.g., in original claim 8. No new matter has been 
added.
